Errors in the Description! 
by PNNA Life Member Joe MeCarthy 
Joe hasbeen asociaed with the Willamette Coin Club 
Since about 2005, but i curve ving in California 
1 generally don’t purchase error numismaties, 
but I recently obtained the items in the two scans 
shown here. The error for both items is NOT the 
item themselves, but the descriptions! 


Erie and Kalamazoo Railroad—The first 
item is an obsolete note (imaged above) which 1 
purchased through a Heritage online auction. Its 
2 remainder nove. The tile in the auetion descrip- 
tion began with “Toledo, MI” (Michigan), alt- 
hough Toledo is now part of Ohio. The confusion 
may stem from the fact (according to Wikipedia) 
that “the Exie and Kalamazoo Railroad was char- 
tered in 1833 in the Territory of Michigan to run 
from the former Port Lawrence, Michigan 
(now Toledo, Ohio), near Lake Erie. northwest 
to Adrian on the River Raisin. The Toledo 
‘War soon gave about one-third of the route to the 
stale of Ohio.” This Title-kaown “wae.” which 
took place in 1835-1836, was a boundary dispute 
between Michigan and Ohio. 

According to Toledo.com, “The villages of 
Port Lawrence and Vistula merged in 1833 10 bet- 
ter compete against their upriver 
rivals. The leaders of this newly 
united settlement chose the 
name Toledo and incorporated 


as part of Monroe County, 
Michigan Territory.” The City 
(of Toledo was officially incor 
porated in the state of Ohio Four 
‘years later in 1837. IF the note 


Was issued prior to that time, 
it's possible that the description 
“Toledo, MI” might actually be 
accurate! 


Adding to the confusion is that some Erie and 
Kalamazoo notes ate from Adrian, Michigan, 
Which as noted was the destination of a 33-mile 
rail Tine from Port Lawrence (now Toledo, Ohio) 
‘on Lake Erie 10 Adrian. The rilroad's corporate 
office was in Adrian until Apeil 1839, before mov- 
to Toledo. I's possible that Heritage could 
have edited the description for an Adrian note 
without changing the stat 

And if the Toledo notes wer 
f'tissued until after the move 
(which seems logical), then 
Toledo was in fact in Obio!

} ond item is an 1863 tree-cent 
obsolete banknote (imaged 
below) graded by PCGS Cur- 
recy. The PCGS label a 
tributed the note as, Peter 
Miller (signature) New 
Washington, VT. (Vermont) 
Wolka 1916-01." However, 
according to Wendell Wolka’'s book, this seta 
Jy an Ohio banknote 
According to Wikipedia, “New Washington is 
a village in Cranberty Towsship in. Crawford 
County. Ohio... New Washington was laid out in 
1833.11 was incorporated as village in 1874.” 
Both ofthese notes ate very interesting win- 
dows into U.S. history. even aside from the erors 
in the descriptions

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Why Not Some Dime Re-Design? 
dy Mark Benvenuto 


Collectors wh have been avidly scooping up the 
‘output of the United States Mint forthe past years or 
feven decades know that we have some tuly beautifel 
coins, with designs that can be quile eye catching. 
‘There are quarters galore. dollar coins aplenty. and 
even different series of Bullion coins for thowe of us 
withthe money to collect them. We've even seen some 
changes in the designs on our nickels and cents. But in 
ital we seem to have stuck with large dismeter coins 
tien it comes to some sot of platform to commemo~ 
‘le of honor anything of worth or value. Why not do 
‘Something forthe dime? 


Looking al the way back, gar ten-cent pieces did 
steely get out ofthe gate all tht eary. The very fist 
are dated 1796, even though the Mint was authorized. 
Up and running some years before And it wast’ until 
THOS that these humble bits of silver even made ito an 
official mintage up into six figures Al that means the 
‘alist dimes can he expensive today 


Dime output was spotty at best inthe early years, 
‘wih 1820 being the ist year o see what we might al 
2 decent production level With 942.587 to that annual 
tally. this isthe first year we might call commen, and 
the fist year for which a person today doesa't have to 
spend a fortune to own one 


Dime collectors today’ know that 
the Seated Liberty design of Mr 
Christian Gobreckt might be the 
i firat for which We can assemble 8 
good-sized, mull-year collection 
Inthe long span of time from 1837 
all the way to 1891, there are 
enough years with mintages inthe 
nllions that a. person docs. not 
1 their wallet to pt together a handsome 
1 collection. But in general, people who collect 
dimes seem to focus on the Barer and Mercury de 
Signs, which cover the end of the nineteenth century 
dnd the first half ofthe tweatith. And this brings us 
Inack to where we stared & moment ago, 
‘The Roosevelt dime, fist is 
sued in 1946, honored the only 
President ofthe United States ever 
to sit in the Oval Office for four 
terms ~ and not much ofthe fourth, 
if we bother to look ats Tee fait 
to say that FDR's leadership of the 
country. brought us to. victory 
through the biggest war the world 
hha ever seen, bu killed him inthe proces. He passed 
away shortly before Viciory in Europe Day. generally 
called V-E Day. 


Collecting Roosevelt dimes isnot particularly ard 


for anyone right now, be they a new collector or sea- 
soed veteran, There are no teal rates in the series 


‘The 1955 is the least common of those made pre-1964, 




















in 90% silver and even this coin has an official listing 
Sf 12,480,181 pieces I's not too tough to assemble a 
‘date run, oF even a date and mintmark set of picces in 
mint stale condition, for something ike $5 10 SLO per 
fin, Once we gett 1068 and the end ofthe silver in 
tur silver dimes the prices drop even futher. 


In addition to this glut of ten-cent pieces, there are 
plenty of proofs from tis earlier me ~ meaning 1964 
8nd before ~ starting back in 1950, with what might be 
falled humble beginaings of 51,386 pros, Just hike 
nov, back then these were sold as a part of an anual 
set. Unlike nov, the packaging was far less protective, 
4nd thus many of these carly proofs are now stand 
alone coins. By 1957 the number of proofs had zone up 
‘over a milli, and while the sumer dipped bitin 
1958, production har remained high enough each year 
that proof Roosevelt dimes are pretty mac ll consid 
cred common und easy to collect. 


Taking the idea of proof collecting a bit farther 
most collectors know tht in 1092 the Mint ratcheted 
up its offerings by celeasing proof sets with dimes and 
quarters in them which were nude to the now-classie 
SMandard of the 1964-and-before coins. This means a 
Person now fas almost the Tull decades of moder 

ver proots that they can collect. Once again the price 
lags ate very reasonable. And if we want. we could 
collet proofs tit are silver as well av profs that are 
hse metal — the nickel-copper alloy sandwiching a 
capper cor. 


Despite all these options, one thing has never 
changed since 1946 ~ the design. Let's ask, why not? 
For what reason does this one eiculating coin. this one 
‘of four workhorse denominations of the modern era, 
not get any play when it comes to some Kind of rede= 
Sign? Sure the quarters have the lion's share of the 
design changes, with several new images pet Year. But 
thesickels had their Westar Journey years, nd even 
the cent had four dffcent Lincoln reverses. Why is the 
dime the Rodney Dangerfield of the set. abl 0 ay.“ 
Alon get no respect 

{tszems that we could make the claim the dime is 
too small to sport changes and commemorative revers= 
shat any new designs would be tough to sce. But, 
based onthe excellent design work that is seen on our 
110" ounce gold Eagles i's nota ifthe Mint doesnt 
have the people, the talent, andthe machinery to make 
sll yet altragive coins. As well, in 2008 the Mint 
produced 1/10" ounce gold American Bulfslo cons, 
Which are very attractive and quite detailed. in shor, 
Wve an mike the claim that being smal smo reason 0 
ut the dime oat ofthe scene when i comes to using it 
for some commemorative purpose 


Alas, there doesn't seem to be an indicator on the 
horizon that our dimes will change any time soon. Yes, 
Mr. Roosevelt could use some sort of upgrade, espe 
cially if the new artwork is stone cold beautiful Inthe 
meantime, wel, we do have decades of ten-cent pieces 
that can be collected at reasonable rice, even it high 
end mint state oF proot grades
